25. (Once Amended) A method of treating ischemia reperfusion injury, comprising 
administering at least one of alpha 1 -antitrypsin, alpha 1-antitrypsin-like agent, 
antielastase, or antiproteinase-3 agent, or a s e r i n e protoaso inhib i tor 
(benzvloxvcarbonvn-L-valvl-N-ri-(3-(5-(3-trifluoromethvlbenzvl)-1.2.4- 
oxadiazolvl)carbonvl-2-(5)-methvlpropvl1-L-prolinamide . or a combination thereo f, and a 
therapeutically effective amount of at least one free radical scavenger, wherein the at 
least one free radical scavenger is 2.6.8-trihvdroxvpurine. dihvdrorhodamine. or a 
combination thereof . 

26. (Original) The method of claim 25, additionally comprising administering a 
thrombolytic agent. 

27. (Original) The method of claim 25, additionally comprising using a mechanical 
device to reestablish blood flow. 
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28. (Original) The method of claim 25, wherein the ischemia reperfusion injury is 
associated with at least one of heart, brain, lung, kidneys or liver. 

29. (Original) The method of claim 25, wherein the alphal-antitrypsin-like agent is a 
form of alphal -antitrypsin resistant to inactivation by oxygen reactive intermediates. 

30. (Original) The method of claim 27, wherein the mechanical device involves 
percutaneous transluminal coronary angioplasty or angioplasty.
